BOARD OF DIRECTORS CHANGES

leadership role in QCWA. Following receipt of Neil’s resignation, the Board voted to elect Milton Chaffee, WIEFW to 
fill the unexpired term of Neil Foster, ending on August 31, 1992. Milton has had wide and extensive experience in 
amateur radio and in the business world. 


NOMINATIONS BY PETITION IN ORDER 


Of Prime importance is the fact that nominations for all positions in the QCWA 1991 election are open by petition. In 
the spring of 1991 we will elect the President, Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer and five Directors. Membership 
may place the names of nominees on the ballot by submitting a petition which carries the signatures of at least 25 QCWA 
members in good standing. Petitions must reach the office of the Secretary of QCWA by December 31, 1990. There is time 
for petitions to be circulated, signed and submitted. If you know of eligible candidates who would serve if elected, write 
Headquarters for petition forms which will be sent to you immediately.

A REMINDER ON THE NEW QCWA DUES STRUCTURE 


All of you are aware of the new Dues Structure passed by the Board at its April, 1990 meeting. The new dues were 
published in the Summer, 1990 Journal, Page 52, and again in the Fall Journal, Page 113. The increased dues will be 
assessed beginning on January 1, 1990. QCWA will accept all dues payments postmarked December 31, or earlier at the 
old rate.

You may renew for as many years as you wish, for instance, you 
may renew for 6 years at the old rate by paying two $25 fees ($50).
